You appear to be sensible of having deni- 
ed, directly, the immediate communication of 
God with Moses, in giving to the ancient 
Hebrews, the LAW. 

This, sir, was the point upon which m 
communication had a direct bearing. It 
was not my design, inthe letter which I ad- 
dressed to the Editor of the Intelligencer, 
to enter into a discussion upon the merits of 
what.claimed to be an immediate and direct 
revelation of God to man; but only to show 
that you denied such a revelation, and was 
therefore a Deist, in the modern and univer- 
sal acceptation of the term. To this point, 
you ought to have shaped your reply. But 
have you done this ? You will not even pre- 
tend that you have. No, sir, your whole 
communication carries upon the very face of 
it, the evidence that you have studiously 
avoided this point. It would be an insult to 
your understanding to adduce any arguments 
in proof that you have neglected the only 
point upon which I ined you: For to 
your readers and mine, this fact is too appa- 
rent to demand a word of controversy. You 
have, it is true, without denying, attempted 
to parry off the charge, by adducing proof 
that the New Testament instructions furnish 
more exalted and sublime views of the char- 
acter of God and the desi ‘his wisdom 
and moral government, than the Old : That 
they Wisclose and illustrate facts more glori- 
ous than those which were brought to light 
by the legal dispensation: But, sir, does 
this prove that the law was not communica- 
ted to Moses by a direct communication of God 
with him? If. so, then your argument re- 
solves itself into this absurdity ; that God 
could not reveal any thing to man at one 
time, which communicated more intelligence 
to him than he had received before! You, 
sir, might as well contend that God could 
not have been the Creator of Sir Isaac New- 
ton, because he had created men of less ex- 
tensive intellect before ; or rather, that all 
those who had lived before him were created 
by another being. 

In attempting to parry off the charge of 
Deism, which I preferred against your com- 
munication, you commence by a misrepre- 
sentation of what my leit: r contained ; by 
saying that I gave an.“‘ i: | dyation of Moses’ 
having seen the Lord face ¢o.fvce.”” I gave 
no such intimation; but s,eed in plain 
terms, what I will here transcribe—“ Let it 
be remembred that the unequivocal declara- 
tion of that Book (the Bible,) is, that Gop 
spaKE TO Moses race To Face.” Now, 
sir, you peed not be told that seemg and 
speaking re the exercise of two faculties 
which are entirely different.

Should you go through, and expunge from 
your communications this errur, and what 
relates to it, I am persuaded that you will 
find very little else in them which you will 
deem worth .a reply. 
You dwell with no little satire and appa- 
rent warmth upon what you are pleased to 
call my ignoranee of the New Testament ; 
to all which it would be perfectly easy to re- 
ply; and in replying, to refute your posi- 
tions, by exposing the falsehood of the prin- 
ciples into which you have been betrayed, in 
your zeal to disprove the real inspiration of 
the prophet Moses. To do so, however, is 
not the design of the present reply. My de- 
sign in this letter is to show that you have 
carefully avoided to meet me upon the 
ground of my complaint against the senti- 
ment of your first essay. You there, as well 
as in your subsequent numbers, denied any 
direct communication of God with man, and 
directed your remarks principally to the law 
by Moses. I am not, nor have I been con- 
tending with you about the preferability and 
greater moral beauty of the New Testa- 
ment: For that has nothing to do with the 
divine inspiration of Moses. And because 
Christ prescribed some moral rules, pecul- 
iarly adapted to the situation and improve- 
ment of his disciples, does this fact disprove 
a direct communication of God with Moses ? 
You seem, sir, by your wanderings, either to 
have lost sight of the main subject, or else 
you are determined not to come to a dis- 
cussion of the main question. When you 
meet me fairly, and prove that I charged 
you with what you were not guilty, in say- 
ing that you denied and taxed with falsehood 
the plain declaration of the Bible, which as- 
serts that God spake to Moses face to face, 
then you will appear to some advantage in a 
complaint that I have wronged and misrep- 
sented you. Until you do this, sir, all your 
attempts to free yourself from the charge of 
having published Deistical sentiments, will 
be labour spent in vain. Should you suc- 
ceed in this, I am then ready. to show that 
the morality of the Old Testament is in har- 
mony With that of the New, and that the 
former was taught and enforced by Christ 
and his apostles. In the mean time, as you 
have directed my attention to St. Matthew, 
5th chapter, I beg leave to ask. your atten- 
tion to the 17th, 18th and 19th verses of said 
chapter.
